A TRAGEDY IN JACKSON. 


A Physician Shoots a Former Citizen of 
Atlanta. ; 

JACKSON, Miss., November 30.—[Special.}— 
The ‘‘barig’’ of ‘a forty-five caliber Colt revol- 
ver startled the people on Capitol strept today 
at 9:30 o’clock. There was great excitement 
when it was learned that Dr. W. D. Todd, a 
prominent physician, had shot and probably 
fatally wounded T,. A, Lier, a prominent citi- 
zon, and one of the leading jewelers of this 
city. Todd's office is§ in Sprickard’s drugstore 
and Lier’s jeweiry store two doors away. With 
the street full of people it has been ipspossible 
to get the statement of an eye witness further 
than that afterthe report of the pistol Ller 
walked around the corner to Hunter's drug 
store and JTodd went into Sprickard’s drug- 
Store and awaited the officers, while Ller was 
carried to his residence in a very precarious 
cendition. The ball entered his arm near the 
shoulderjshattering the bone and socket where 
thearmjoined the shoulder. Drs. Fairey, 
, Harrington and Hunter amputated it at the 
shoulder socket, but failed to get the bail, 
which went further into the shoulder, He is 
now conscious, but itis thought will die to- 
night. 

Dr. Todd was released this morning on a 
bail of $2,000 before Ller’s wounds were known 
to be dangerous, but was rearrested by Mayor 
Henry this evening and placed in jail. 

: CAUSE OF THE SHOOTING. 

There is great reticence in all quarters as to 
the cause of the shooting, but it is definitely 
known it grew out of rumors improperly con- 
necting both the gentlemen’s names with that 
of the wife of F. W. Meed, superintendent of 
the Gas and Electric Light Company at this 
place. Mrs. Meed is a handsome woman, 
formerly a Miss Rust, of Indiana. Her hus- 
band is deeply distressed at the scandal and 
tragedy, and refuses to speak of it, but ex- 
presses confidence in his wife’s virtue. 

Dr. Todd, while refusing to say anything 
regarding the cause of the trouble, made the 
following statement regarding the shooting: 
He was in Sprickard’s drugstore, about 9:30 
o’clock; was going out the door to go home, 
when he was confronted by Iler, who asked 
him what he was going to do about that mat- 
ter, referring to some previous trouble between 
them, Todd replied: 

“I am not going to do anything about it,” 
when Ilercaught him in the collar and pnt 
his hands behind him, whereupon Todd drew 
his pistol and shot him. Iler then turned and 
walked up the street for a few steps and made 
a motion as though he was geing to draw a 
weapon, when Todd again drew his pistol on 
him, but Iler turned and walked on, when 
Todd put up his pistol and sent for the officers. 

When pressed to know what the matter Ler 
referred to was, he said that he had nothing 
more to say now. It is known, however, that 
ller was seeking to have Todd get a written 
retraction of some remarks alleged to have 
been made by Mrs. Todd, connecting Iler with 
Mrs. Meed. 


_ WHAT ILER SAYS, 

Iler’s statement made to Mayor Henry this 
evening (who wrote it down) is as follows: 

“I spoke to Dr. Todd about the matter in 
question this morning. He had previously 
stated to me that I ought not to hold him re- 
sponsible for what his wife had said. I learned 
this morning that Todd had said that’ he was. 
entirely responsible for what had been said by 
his wife aud that what she did was corrects 

“T went to see him about it and he told me 
I made a motion to strike him with my 
fist when he drew his pistol. I then grasped 
him with my hands to hold him, buat he shook 
loose from me and pulled his pisto! and shot 
me. I had nothing on meinthe shape of a 
pistol, and was on my way to|the postoffice at 
the time and had only asmall bunch of keys 
in my hand. I can prove that my pistol is now 
iu my store.”’ 

Todd and Lller each were about thirty-five 
Todd was raised in the county 
and is very highly connected. He is now 
county physician and has several children. 
Iler came here from Atlanta, Ga., eight or 
ten years ago, and from a smal! start has built 
up a large business. His wife died a few 
months ago, leaving two small children. Mrs. 
Meed and her husband came from Indian- 
apolis about two years ago. They have no 
childrew; both families live near each other. 
Todd was the family physician of both the 
other families. 


AGAINST THE ASSESSMENTS. 


Report of the Civil Service Commission on 
a Certain Practice. 


WASHINGTON, November 30.—The annual 
report of the civil service commission, made 
public today, ore: 

The portions of the civil service law interdict- 
ing political assessments, while they haye not 
succéeded in entirely stopping the evil, have un- 
doubtediy much abated it. However, there is one 
point particularly where the law is systematic- 
ally evaded. The commission, in the course of 
its investigations, has found that both in 1888 
and 1890 there were certain canipaign committees 
of the dominant party, for the time being, which 
procured full lists of the various employes in the 
government service, and of their home residences, 
and then sent letters soliciting campaign sub- 
scriptions to them at their hommes. 

These letters were signed by men not in the 
government service, acting for different cam- 
paign commitiees. In some instances these 
agents even visited clerks In person at their 
homes. ‘There seems little reason why an out- 
sider should be allowed to solicit-a clerk at his 
home and forbidden to do so in a government 
building, and the commission is of the opinion 
that the law should be amended 60 as to forbid 
the solicitation of government employes by out- 
siders in any way, at any time, or in any place. 
If government employes wish to contribute to 
their parties, let them do se voluntarily; but 
they should not be permitted to be harassed by 
outside parties who desire to spur them up to 
make contributions. A contribution from a pri- 
vate person almost always, in fact, is voluntary, 
and there is no reason why a campaign ecmmittee 
should be forbidden from soliciting it; but an 
employe of the government is alwags more or less 
at the mercy of an individual standing high in 
influenve with the dominant party, and every 
measure should be taken to protect him from an 
improper exercise of this infiuence. 

Weak clerks, when solicited by outsiders who 
are not in the government service, but who stand 
high in the ranks of the party to which the ad-

WASHINGTON, November 30.—[Special.]— 
There will be a full attendance tomorrow 
when Speaker Reed’s gavel raps and the cur 
tain rises upon the last act of republican mis- 
rule and tyranny. The members are nearly 
all here now, and the democrats are expecting 
a demonstration of some kind—if not when the 
house is first called to order, then when Mr, 
Breckinridge, of Arkansas, who was unseated 
last session, is sworn in, for he was re-elet 
by a good majority. This is a bitter pill for 
the republicans to swallow, but they must do 
it with good grace. Of course, there will be 
lite business tomorrow. The president's 
meéeSsage is expected, and that will consume 
much of the day in its reading. 

Judge Crisp reached here this morning. He 
is looking well and is ready for the fray, Mr.

Porter Tries to Explain. 

There isconsidgrable talk here just pow of 
democratic antagonism to a reapportionment 
bill under the census, as it has been taken.

It has not receded one jot or tittle from the 
position which it took, and it means to win on 
that declaration of principles,of those demands 
for reforms. 

“Tt will be the aim of the national alliance at 
this m , to s0 direct all its labors and de- 
liberation#@hat its policy shall be universally 
recognized a3 one of national fraternity and 
unity. We desire to make it thoroughly 
national in its character. We desire to, break 
down sectional lines. We have had enough of 
the bloody shirt. Wehaye had enough sec- 
tional animosity on both sides. Prior to last 
Decembersthe alliance was practically un- 
| known north of the Ohio river, but at the St. 
Louis convention we made a grand break 
across Mason and Dixon’s lines.

To Prevent the Spread of Glanders Among 
Horses, 

Macon, Ga., November 30.—{Special]—A 
Macon man has originated a law that is of un- 
usual importance. Itisailaw that will inter- 
est every humane citizen of the state, and is 
of vital importance to the farmers, 

Itisa law intended and brought about to 
blot out* glandergs among the stockof the 


state. ‘ 

A bill will be introduced inthe legislature 
next week by one of Bibb’s representa- 
to have all stock affected 


with glanders destroyed and a _ penalty 
fixed for bringing diseased stock into the 
state. 

-The ofi ginator of the law says this dis- 
ease is runious to the farmers and, indeed, to 
all classes of citizens, and he thinks he has the 
means of putting an end toitin this law. He 
proposes to do this as failows: A law, he says, 
should be made requiring all sateck affected 
with glanders to be deatroyed, The owners of 
said stock are to be reimbursed by the state, a 
minimum value being placed on the stock 

Glanders, he states, is prevalent in many 
portions of Georgia, and the results are most 
disastrous. He has had in the last few months 
brought to his attention over fifty cases of 
glanders. 

Few people, he says, who own affected 
stock care to bearthe loss of same and will 
dispose of them rather than do so. 

Thus the stock isallowed, probably, to go 
from one place to another, and by coming in 
contact with other stock spread the disease. 

He tells of .anincidence which occurred a 
few days ago. 

Mr. W. O. Wadley, the well-known farmer, 
had eight valuable mules afflicted with glan- 
ders,"and rather than haye the balance 
of his stock become diseased, he put anend to 
them. 

Another party who owned a valuable horse 
did the same thing. This horse was owned by 
two parties. It was suggested by one of the 
owners that the horse be killed and thus pre- 
vent the disease from spreadiny. 

The other owner of the horse objected to 
this, and said he would dispose of his interest. 
Promptly the money was paid him by the 
other party and the horse was killed. Of such 
importance did the man of feeting consider it 
he said he could not affard to live in a com- 
munity where this terrible disease was allowed 
to become general. The proposed law will 
make it a crime for any one to sell stock af- 
fected with glanders, or even affected with 
the many diseases that are well known to 
horsemen, and which are likely to pro- 
duce gianders. By so doing the author of the 
bill thinks traders wil be prevented from 
bringing diseased stock into the state. 
He says the idea is a purely humane 
and economien!l one, and appeals to the good 
judgment and conscience of every human be- 


ing. 

Fie thinks the present legislature will pass 
the bill without dissent, as they are men who 
are particularly interested in a matter of this 
nature. 

He says such laws are in existence in other 
states and prove of great value. Quarantine 
is in vogue in several of the northern states, 
and the terrible disease has been almost blotted 
out by it. 

He says glanders.is the most deadly of all 
diseases, aud no animal afflicted with it has 
ever been known torecover. Sometimes death 
results in less than a week after the disease is 
incurred. Often an animal jives on for a 
year or more, and then, by conmiing in contact 
with other stock, spreads the disease far and 
near. 

The originator of the bill has explained it to 
&®  pBumber .. of prominent steckmen, 
and it has been universally 
endorsed. 

The matter will also be presented to Agri- 
cultural Commissioner Henderson, and it is 
believed he willtake ahand in pushing it 
through. The law unquestionably seems to be 
a good one, and one long needed,is the general 
opinion. At any rate it will be offered for the 
commendation or condemnation of the present 
general assembly in a few days. 


THREW HIM OVERBOARD. 


How Spanish Smugglers Treated an Amert- 
can Health Officer. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., November 30.—A 
special from Punta Gorda to The Times-Union 
says: News just reached here of an outrage 
committed by Spanish smugglers on the port 
sanitary inspector in Charlotte harbor. His 
name is Morris Cochran, an appointee of the 
state board of health. He boarded the Span- 
ish schooner. and when asked to show .papers, 
the crew seized him and threw him overboard, 
afterward cutting his boat loose. With much 
difficulty he reached the shore. The schooner 
sailed off and her name could not be 
learned. State Health Officer Porter has 
made an gificial complaint ta the treasury de- 
partment, and the marine hospital service, be- 
sides notifying the state department that 
Spanish vessels are continually violating in- 
ternational law and treaty obligations by fish- 
ing in Florida waters inside the marine league,

AGAINST PARNELL, 


MANIFESTO OF THE IRISH DEEB- 
GATES IN AMERICA, 


THEY DEMAND ANEW PARTY LEADER 


Mr. Harrington Refuses to Sign the Docu- 
ment on Personal Grounds—The 
Latest Developments. 


CHicaco, November 30.—Following, is @ 
brief summary of the entire Irish envoys man- 
ifesto as dictated in person by them for the 
Associated Press before the document was 
completely revised: 

It declares against the continued leadership 
of Mr. Parnell and condems the manifesto of 
Mr. Parnell for its attitude toward Mesers. 
Gladstone, Mr. Morley and the English people. 
It is from acolumn toa column and «a half 
long. It is addressed to Justin McCarthy, to 
be read at the meeting of the Irish party to- 
morrow (Monday) in London. It will be 
signed by all the delegates except Harrington. 
From an indirect source the information is ob 
tained that Harrington declined to sign the 
manifesto on personal grounds. He was said 
to have stated his position in these words: 
“My judgment is against Parnell, but my 
heart is with him,” 

TWO PICTURES. 

Tonight at 10 o'clock three of the six Irish 
envoys in America signed in a roomin the 
Grand Pacific hotel, behind closed doors, the 
last strokes of a document that severed their 
old-time counection with their leader, Parnell. 
At the game moment at a private residence 
two miles away.on ane of the boulevards 
three other envoys, including two whose 
names were attached to the document, wero 
dining in company with Mrs. Parnell, the 
aged mother of that same long-time chieftain. 
The three to whom fell the task of 
filling out the document that had been agreed 
upon in the outline during the afternoon, were 
Messrs. William O’Brien, Gill and PD. T. P. 
O’Connor. Those who fualiilled their engage- 
meuts nade for the party a fortnigh: or more 
ago ta dine with Mrs. Parnell, were 
Messrs. Dillon and T. D. Sullivan, who 
agreed to the paper signed against her 
son and Timothy Harrington, whose sense of 
persanal loyalty, it was reported, was too 
strong to be public, when even though it iso- 
lated him completely from his fellowmen. 

So fanag could be learned, Mrs. Parnell 
mercifully knew nothing of what was being 
donein the closed room. The dinner had a 
score or more of persons present, and to those 
who knew what was going on elsewhere must 
seemed strangely unreal. 

MORLEY COMES BACK AT PARNELL. 

Lonpbon, November 30.—Mr. Morley writes 
to the press, as follows: 


The manifesto of Parnell contains two or three 
statements affecting me, which 1 desire, without 
loss of time, tocorrect. 1. I made no sort of at- 
tempt to fetter Mr. Parnell’s action with reference 
to the iand bill. He agreed with me in all our 
conversations that the bill ought to be opposed 
as omitsing the jprinciple of local eontrol, and 
for otber reagons specified in his speech of April 
2ist. The only questign was as to the form of the 
motion for the rejection of the bill. I 
pointed out to him on April 14th, 
many libergis objected to the whole principle of 
the bill an amendment stating that their reasons 
would be less suttable than a motion for its re- 
jection.

The same evening 
I wrote to Mr. Parnell that Mr. Gladstone felt we 
could not have anything to say about his plan one 
way or another, but that, of course, he was per- 
fectly free to propound it on his Own responsi- 
bility. 50 completely did we recognize that 
our relations with the Irish party were those of an 
independent ajanes and not of fusion,

3. Mr. Parneii’s account of what passed on the 
saine occasivon, on the same subject of evicted 
tenants on plan Campaign estates, is wholly 
incorrect, I observed that some direct action 
might heeome necesgary. Though I foresaw difii- 
culties in the way of Icyistation, I never said that 
] or anyof my colleagues had fogmed any con- 
clusions against legisiation, 

I never said or hinted that it would be impossi- 
ble for the Irish parliament to do anything ia the 
matter. I did say that, whether by direct or in- 
direct action, thé evicted tenants ought not to be 
allowed to suffer. 

As to Tipperary there is al) the difference be 
tween sensible perceptible difficulties and that 
despair which Mr, Parneil deseribes to ine. 

Mr. Gladstone is well able to 
with his* own Share of* the wmani- 
festo, but J] am bound to say that on 
November 10th, I was under the most distinet im 
pression that Parnell did not cijeet to sug- 
gestions thrown out at Hawarden a year ago, us 
subjects for provisional examination, if those 
suggestions were likely to make the scheme gener 
ally acceptable to Great Britian. 

PARNELL IN CONSULTATION. 


Mr. Parnell, by telegraph, has invited those 
of his colleagues who were favorable to his re- 
tention in the leadership, to meet him on Sat- 
urdag evening at Westminister Palace hotel. 

Twenty-four of those invited met 
Mr. Parnell, and together they dis 
eussed the situation, expressing the de- 
termination to fight to the last. Another 
canvass of the Pamellite party was made yes-- 
terday for the purposes of forecasting the re- 
suitof the votew be taken at tomorrow’s 
meeteng regarding Mr. Parnell’s retention.

neath. it is thirteen miles long and six miles 

ide, but the atmosphere is so clear it seems 
as if { could cast a stone froin beach to beach. 
The lake looks as though it had been let down 
on silver pulleys from the heavens and were 
a section of the sea of glass that St. John de- 
scribes as @ part of the celestial landscape. 
Lake Galilee is a depression of 600 feet in

ae itecradie and its grave. Its white satin 
eradie is amoug the snows of Mount Hermon 
where the Jordan starts, and its sepulchre is 
the Dead sea into which the Jordan empties. 
Lake (Como, of Italy, Lake Geneva, of 
Switzerland, Lake Lomond, of Scotland, Lake 
Winnipesaukee, of America, are larger, but 
Lake(alilee is the greatest diamond that 
ever dropped from the finger of the clouds, 
and, whether encamped onits banks as we 
were vestercay aud worshipping at its crystal 
altars, or Wading into its waves which make 
ay ordinary bath solemn as a baptism, or now 
nutting out upon its sparkling surface in a 
boat, it is something to talk about, and pray 
about, and sing about, until the lips with 
which we now describe itcan neither talk, 
por pray, nor sing. 

As sometimes a beautifal child in a neigh- 
borheed has a half dozen pet names, and some 
of the neighbors call her by one name, and 
others by another, so this pet lake of the planet 
hasa profusion of names. Ask the Arab as 
he goes by, what this sheet of water is, and he 
will cal it Tabariyeh. Ask Moses of the Old 
Testament, and he calls it Sea of Chinnereth. 
Ask Matthew, and hecallsit Seaof Galilee. 
Ask Luke, and he calls it Sea of Gennesaret. 
Ask John, and he calls it Sea 
of § Tiberias. Ask Josephus, and 
Eusebius, and they have other names ready. 
But to me it appears a child of the sky, a star 
oi the hills, a rhapsody of the mountains, the 
baptismal bowl of the world’s temp e, the 
smile of the great God. Many kinds of fish 
are found in these waters, every kind of tree 
upon its bank, from those that grow in the 
torrid zone to those in the frigid, from the 
palm to the cedar. 

Of the 230 war ships Josephus manwuvred 
on these waters—for Josephus was a warrior 
as well as a historian—there remains not one 
piece of a hulk, or one patch of a canvas, or 
one splinter of an oar. But return to America 
we never will until we have had a sail upon 
this inland sea. Not from a wharf, but from a 
beach covered with black and white pebbles, 
we go on board of a boat of about ten or twelve 
tons, to be propelled partly by sail and partly 
by water. The mast leansso far forward that 
it seems about to fall, but we find it was pur- 
poseiy so built, and the rope through a pulley 
manages to hoist and let down the sail. 
It isa rough boai and asfar as possible re- 
moved from a Venetian gondola or a sports- 
man’s yacht. With a common saw and ham- 

merandax many of you could make a better 
one. The barefooted Arabs, instead of sitting 
down to their oars, stand as they always doin 
rowing, and pull away from shore. I insist on 
helping, for there is nothing more exhilarat- 
ing to me than rowing. but I soon had enough 
of the cluinsy oars, and the awkward attempt 
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We pat our overcoats and shawls on a smal! 
deck in the stern of the boat, the very kind of 
a deck where Christ lay on a fisherman’s coat, 
when of od a tempest pounced upon the fish- 
ing smack of the aifrighted disc.p!es. Ospreys 
and wild duck and kingtishers fly overhead or 
dip their wings into the lake, mistaking it for 
a fragment of fallen sky. Can it be that those 
hib.e stories about sudden storms on this lake 
are true? Isit possible thata sea of such 
seeming placidity of tempercould ever rise 
and rage at the heavens? It does not seem as 
if this happy family of elements could have 
ever had a faliing out and the water strike at 
the clouds and the clouds at the water. 

Pallaway, oarsmen! On our right bank are 
the hotsulphur baths, so hot they are scalding, 
‘and the waters must cool off a long while be- 
fore hand or foot can endure their temperature. 
Volcanoes have been boiling these waters for 
centuries. Four springs roll their resources 
into two great swimming reservoirs. King 
Herod there tried to bathe off the results of his 
excesses, and Pliny and Josephus describe the 
spurtings out of these voicanic heats, and 
Joshua and Moses knew about them, and this 
moment long lines of pilgrims from all parts of 
the earth are waiting for their turn tostep into 
the steaming restoratives. Let the boat,as faras 
possibie,and not run aground, hug the western 
shore of the lake that we may see the city of 
Tiberias, once a great capital, of the archi- 
ture of which a few inosaics, and fallen pillars 
and pedestals, and here and there a broken 
and shattered frieze remain, mightily sug- 
gestive of the time when Herod Antipas hada 
palace here and reigned with an opulence, and 
pomp, and cruelty, and abomination that par- 
al) zes the tingers of the historian when he 
comes to write, and the fingers of: the painter 
when he attempts to transfer it to canvas. [ 
suppose he was one of the worst men that 
ever lived. And what a contrast of character 
comes at every moment to the thoughtful 
traveler in Palestine, whether he walks the 
beach of this iake or sails as we now do these 
waters! 

Side by side are the two great characters of 
this .ake region—-Jesus and Herod Antipas. 
And did any page produce any such antipodes, 
any such antitheses, any such opposites? 
Kindness and Cruelty, Holiness and Filth, 
Generosity and Meanness, Self-sacrifice and 
Seitishness, the Supertia! and the Infernal, 
Midnoon and Midnight. The father of this 
Herod Antipas was a genius at assassination. 
He could manufacture more reasons for put- 
ting people out of this life than any man 
mi all history. He sends for Hyrcanus 
to come from Babylon to Jerusalem to 
be made high prest and siays him. 
He has his brother-in-law, while in bathing 
With him, drowned by the king’s attendants.

During 
one of Herod’s wars his enemies hid in these 
mountain caverns and the sides were too steep 
for Herod’s army to descend, and tho attempt 
toctimb, in the face of armed men would 


have called down extermination. So 
Herod had great cages of wood, iron- 
bound, made and (filled them with 


soldiers and let then down from the top 
of the precipices until they gave signal that 
they were ievel with the caverns,and then 
froin these cages they stepped out tothe mouth 
of the caverns and having set enough grass 
and wood on tire to fill the caverns with smoke 
and strangulation, the hidden people would 
come forth to die; and if not coming forth vol- 
untarily, Herod’s men would pull them out 
with long iron hooks, and Josephus says that 
one father rather than submit te the attacking 
army, tiung bis wife and seven children down 
the precipice, and then leaped after them to 
his own death. 

Now, ye Arab oarsmen, row on with swifter 
stroke, for we want before noon to land at Caper- 
naum, the three-years’ home of Jesus. But 
before arrival) there we are to havea new 
experience. Thelake that had been asmooth 
surface begins to break up into roughness. 
The air which all the morning made our sail 
almost useless, suddenly takes hold of our 
boat with a grip astonishing, and our poor 
craft begins to roll and pitch, and tumble, and 
in five minutes we pass from acalm toa vio- 
lence. The cdntour of this lake among the 
hills is an invitation to hurricanes. I used to 
wonder why it was that on so limited a, sheet 


of watera bestormed boat in Christ’s time 
did not put back to shore when a 
hurricane was coming. I wonder no 
more. On that lake an atmospheric 


fury gives no warning, and the change we saw 
in five minutes made me feel that the boat in 
which Christ sailed may have been skillfully 
managed when the tempest struck it, and the 
wiid importunate cry went up: ‘‘Lord, save us 
or we perish!’’ I had all along that morning 
been reading from the New Testament the 
story of occurrences on and around that lake. 
But oar Bibie was closed now, and it was as 
lnauch as we could do to hold fast, and wish for 
the land. Ifthe winds and the waves had 
continued to increase in violence the following 
tifteen minutes in the same ratio, as in the 
first five, and we had been stil! at their mercy, 
our bones would have been bleaching in the 
bottom of Lake Gennesaret instead of 
our being here to teil the story. But 
the same power that rescued the fish- 
ermen of old today safely landed our 
party. What a/Christ for rough weather? All 
the sailor boys qught to tly to Him as did those 
Ga.i‘ean mariners. All youin the forecastle, 
and ali you who’run up and down the slippery 
ratiines, take to sea wih. yee Him whe with 
a quiet word/sent the winds back through the 
mountaui gorges. Some of you Jack Tars to 
whom these words will come need to “tack 
Ship’ and change your course if you are going 
to get across this sea of life safely, and gain 
the heavenly harbor. Beiay there. Ready 
about! Helm’sa-iee! Mainsail haul! You 
have too valuable a cargo on board to run into 
Goodwins of Skerries. 


Star of peace! beam o’er the billow 
Bless the soul that sighs for thee; 
Bless the sailor’s lonely pillow, 
Far, far at sea. 

Here at Capernaum, the Arabs having in 
their arms carried us ashore to the only place 
where our Lord ever bad a pastorate, and we 
stepped amid the ruins of the church, where 
He preached again‘and again, and again, the 
syagogue, whose rich sculpturing lay there, 
not as when others see it inspring time covered 
with weeds, and loathsome with reptiles, but 
in that December weather completely uncov- 
ered to our agitated and intense gaze. On one 
stone of that synagogue is the sculpturing of a 


pot of manna, anj artistic commemora- 
tion of the time when the Israeiites 
were. fed by manna in the wi.der- 


ness, and to which sculpturing nodoubt Christ 
pointed upward, while he was preaching that 
sermon on this very spot, in which he said: 
“‘Not as your fathers did eat manna and are 
dead ; he that eateth of this bread shall live 
forever.’’ Wonderfn! Capernaum. Scene of 
more miricles than any place in all the earth! 
Blind eyes kindling with the morning. W)th- 
ered arins made to pulsate. Lepers blooming 
into health. The dead girl reanimated. 
These Arab tents which on this December 
day lfind in Palestine, disappear and I see 
Capernauin as it was when Jesus was pastor of 
the church here. Look at that wealthy home, 
the architecture, the marbie front, the uphols- 
tery, the slavesin uniform atthe doorway. 
It is the residence of acourtier of Herod, 
probably Chuza by name, his wife Joanua, a 
Christian disciple. But something is the 
matter. The slaves are in great excitement, 
and the courtier living there runs down 
the front steps and takes a horse and 


Bee him at full run across the country. 


that nobleman is: dying of 
typhoid fever. All thé doctors have failed to 
give relief. But about five miles up the 
country, at Cana, there is a divine doctor, 
Jesus by name, and the-agonized father has 
gone for him, and with what earnestness those 
can understand who have had a dying child 
in the house.

The boy 
turns on his pillow, his delirium gone, and asks 
for something to eat, and says: ‘‘Where’s 
father2’’ Oh, he has gone up to Cana to geta

Capernaum. The people look at the sun-dial 
to find out what time of the day itis, and see 
it is just t noon, and lo’clock. Then they 
start and meet the returning father, and as 
soon as they come within speaking distance 
they shout at the top of their Soices: “Your 
boy is getting well.”’ “Is it possible?” says 
the father, ‘‘When did the change for the 
better take place?’ ‘One o’ciock”’ is the 
answer. ‘‘Why,’’ saysthe courtier, “that is 
just the hour that Jesus said to me ‘Thy son 
liveth.”” One o’clock. 

As they gather at the evening meal what 
gladness on all the countenances in that home 
at Capernaum! The mother, Joanna, has not 
had sleep for many nights and she now falls off 
into delightful siuamber The father, Chuza, 
the Herodian court:er, worn out with anxiety

Ifthe prayer be not answered 
in the way we wish, it is because has 
something better for the child taan earthly 
recovery, and there are thousands of men and 
women now alive in answer to fathers’ and 
mothers’ prayers, myself one of the multi- 
tude. For have heard my parents 
tell how, when at three years of age, 
scarlet fever seemed ‘to have done its 
full work on me, and the physicians had said 
there was no more use of their coming, and 
they had lefta few simple d rections to make 
the remaining hours peaceiul, and, according 
to the custom in those times in country places, 
the neighbors had already come in and made 
the shrogd, the forlorn case suddenly bright- 
ened, and the prayer, ‘Come down ere my 
child dfe!’’ was answered in a recovery that 
has not been followed by a moment’s sickness 
from that time to this. 

The mightiest agency in the universe is 
prayer and it turns even the Almighty. Itde- 
cides the destinies of individuals, families and 
nations. During our sad civil war a gentle- 
man Was a guest at the white house in Wash- 
ington, and he gives thisincident. He says: 
“IT had been spendinga week in the white 
house with Mr. Lincoln, as his guest. One 
night—it was just after the battle of Bull Run—- 
I was restless and could not sleep. I was re- 
peating the part which I was to take in a pub- 


lic performance. The hour was_ past 
midnight. Indeed, it was coming hear 
to the dawn when I heard low tones 


proceeding froma private room where the 
president slept. The door was partly open. 
[ instinctively walked in and there I saw a 
sight which r shall never forget. It was the 
president kneeling before an open Bible. The 
light wasturned lowinthe room. His back 
was turned toward me: fora moment I was 
silent as I stood looking in amazement and 
wonder. Then he cried out in tones 80 
pitiful and sorrowful: “Oh, thou 
God that heard Solomon in the night when he 
prayed for wisdom, hear me! I cannot lead 
these people, I cannot guide the affairs of this 
nation without thy help. I am poor and weak 
and sinful. Oh, God, who didst hear Solomon 
when he cried for wisdom, hear me and save 
the nation!’’ You see we fdon’t need to go 
back to the Bible times for evidence that 
prayer is heard and answered. 

But some one may say that Christ at Ca- 
pernaum healed that courtier’s child, yet he 
would not have done it, for one in humble 
life. Why.in that very Capernaum, He did 
the same thing for a dying slave, belonging to 
the man, who had made a present to the town 
of the church of which Jesus was pastor, the 
synagogne among whose ruins I today leap 
from fragment to fragment. This was the 
curs ofa Roman soldier’s slave, whose only 
acknowledged rights were the wishes of his 
And none are now so enslaved or so 


owner. 
humble or sick or so sinful but the 
uli-sympathetic Christ is ready to 
help them, ready to cure them, 
ready to emancipate them. Hear it! Pardon 


for all. Mercy forall. Help for all. Comfort 
forall. Heaven forall. Oh, this lake Gali- 
lee! Whatarefreshment for Christ it must 
have been after sympathizing with the sick, 
and raising the dead, and preaching to the 
multitudes all day long,to come down on these 
banksin the night time and feel the cool air 
of the sea on his hot face, and look up to the 
stars, the lighted lamps around the heavenly 
palaces from which he had descended.

There is only one 
city of any size on its beach, and both the 
western and eastern shores are a solitude, 
broken only by the sounds coming-from the 
mud hovels of the degraded. Why did not 
Christ begin at Babylon the mighty, at Athens 
the learned, at Cairo tlre historic, at Thebes 
the hundred-gated, at Rome the triumphant? 
If Christ was going to save the world, 
why not go where the world’s peopie 
dwell? Would a man wishing to revolu- 
tionize for good the American continent pass 
his time amid the fishing huts on the saores 
of Newfoundland?’’ My friends, Galilee was 
the hub of the wheel of civilization and art, 
and the center of a population that staggers 
reaiization. On the shore of the lake we sail 


today, stood nine great cities—Scythopolis, 


.Tariche, Hippos, Gamala, Chorazin, Caper- 


naum, Bethsaida, Magdala, Tiberias—and 
many villages, the smallest of which had 15,000 
inhabitants, according to Josephus, and reach- 
ing from the beach back into the country in all 
directions. Paiaces, temples, coliseums, gym- 
nasiums, amphitheatres, towers, gardens ter- 
raced on the hillsides, fountains bewildering 
with sunlight,.baths upon whose mosaic floors 
kings trod; while this lake from - where the 
Jordan enters it to where the Jordan leaves it, 
was beautiful, with all styles of shailop, or 
dreadful with all kinds of war galleon. Four 
thousand ships, history says, were at one time 
upon these waters. Battles were fought there 
which shocked all nations with their conse- 
quences 

Here mingling blood with pure and sparkling 


oalb, 
In her last throes Judea fought with Rome. 

Upon those sea-fights looked Vespasian, and 
Titus and Trajan, and whole empires. From 
one of these naval encounters so many of the 
dead tloated to the beach, they could not soon 
enough be entombed, and a plague was threat- 
ened. Twelve hundred soijdiers escaping from 
these vessels of war were one day massacred 
in the amphitheater at Tiberias. For 300 
years that almost continuous city encircling 
Lake Galilee was the metropolis of our 
planet. It wasthe very heart of the world 
that Jesus came to soothe its sorrows, and 
pardon its sins, and heal its sick, and eman- 
cipate its enslaved and reanimate its dead. 

And let the church and the world take the 
suggestion. While the solitary places are not 
to be neglected, we must strike for the great 
cities, if this world isever to be taken for 
Christ. Evangelize all the earth except the 
cities, and inone yearall the cities would 
corrupt the earth. But bring the cities, and 
all the world will come. Bring London and 
England will come. Bring. Paris and France 
willcome. Bring Berlin and Germany will 
come. Bring St. Petersberg and Russia will 
come. Bring Vienna and Austria will come. 
Bring Cairo and Egypt willecome. Bring the 
near 3,000,000 people in this cluster of cities on 
the Atiantic coast, and all America will soon 
see the saivation of God. Ministers of religion! 
let us intensify our evangelism. LEdi- 
tors and publishers! purify your printing 
presses! Asylums of mercy! enlarge your 
plans of endeavor. And instead of this absurd 
and belittiing and wicked rivairy among our 
cities as to which bappens to have the most 
men and women and children, not realizing 
that the more useless and bad people a city 
has the worse it is off, and that a, city which 
has 10,000 good people is more to be admired 

han a city with 100,000 bad people. Let us 
take a moral census and see how many good 
men and good women are leading forth; how 
large a generation of good children who will 
consecrate themselves and consecrate the 
round world to holiness and toGod. Oh, 
thou blessed Christ, who didst come to the 
mighty cities encircling Lake Galilee! come in 
mercy to all our great citiesof today. Thou 


who didst put thy hand on the white mane of . 


the foaming biliows of Gennesaret, and make 
them lie down at thy feet, hush all the raging 
passions of the world! Oh, thou blessed Christ, 
who on the night when the discipies were try- 
ing to cross this lake and “‘the wind was con-

Results of Low Wages. 

In England the classes have always kept 
the masses under, Itis a country of low 
wages, and the average workingman is born 
in poverty and never gets out of it. 


These figures from General Booth’s book | 


will show the results of a mistaken economic 
system. In England there are 700,000 crimi- 
nals, and 22,000 juvenile thieves. 

There are 100,000 fallen women, and 
500,000 drunkards. 

The annual cost of liquors is $750,000, 000. 

Suicides last year numbered 2,297, and 
2,157 were found dead. 

Last year 10,000 children died from _ vio- 
lence or neglect. 

Over 100,000 people are absolutely home- 
less, and 100,000 are out of work. 

The workhouses shelter 190,000, and 
3,000,000 people outside are. so wretchedly 
poor that they are hardly civilized. 

Heretofore it has been believed that much 
of this misery and poverty was caused by 
liquor and crime. The new theory is that 
misery and poverty drive people into crime 
and intemperance, 

The active cause of all this is low wages. 
Life in England to the favored few’ who 
tread the primrose path is one long holiday. 
But the toiling millions have to foot the bill 
in one way or another. They are ground 
down in the mire, and are paid s0 little for 
their work that a laborer is fortunate if he 


can afford meat on his table once a week. A | 
Sunday suit of clothes is an impossibility. { 


Despair makes these people unthrifty, and 
drives them to seek forgetfulness in drink. 
Bolder spirits join the army of criminals. 
Others helplessly drift into vagrancy. 

It is a bad economic system that is re- 
sponsible for these evils. Good wages lessen 
both poverty and crime. They enable work- 
ingmen to rise in the social scale, and save 
enough forarainy day. Nor do the capi- 
talists lose anything. The money paid to 
the working classes immediately gets into 
circulation, stimulates business and adds to 
the general prosperity. 

In countries like England where the rul- 
ing classes make it their policy to keep the 
masses on the verge of starvation there is 
always danger of a social revolution. Men 
will not long remain peaceful and law-abid- 
ing citizens if they\cannot get what their 
labor is worth. : 

The republican leaders in this country 
will say that low wages in England are the 
result of freetrade. But under the opposite 
system of McKinleyism the prices of the 
necessaries of life go up without a corre- 
sponding increase in wages. Practically this 
will tend to place the American workingman 
on the level of his British brother. Ono 
way to make wages low without changing 
their figures is to make the cost of living 
much higher, atid this is just what the re- 
publicans are doing with their robber tariff. 

We have seen what low wages have done 
in England. Let us see to it that we do not 
get into.the same fix in this country. 


A Rotten System. 

Our pension system has degenerated into 
a system of fraud and perjury. 

In the course of its investigations at Wash- 
ington The New York Herald has discovered 
in the record for one year more than 3,000 
cases of perjury and forgery growing out of 
500 pension claims? 

The Herald synopsizes a few typical cases 
of fraud. Captain D. B. Kufman, of a Penn- 
sylvania regiment, was dishonorably dis- 
charged from the army for cowardice. He 
applied for a pension, and got it. The com- 


missioner in granting it said: ‘“The pension | 


system is not one of morals, but purely and 
exclusively of governmental gratuity.”’ 

A man fell offa railroad train and frac- 
tured his left ankle.. It was a simple case, 
and the sufferer soon returned to active 
service in the army. He got a pension of 
$72 a month. : 

t A Vermonter, fora slight wound in the 
arm while in the sanitary service, has drawn 
$20,000 in pensions. 

The widow of a Pennsylvanian who died 
of apoplexy a year after the war has remar- 
ried twice, and still draws a pension to which 
she was never entitled. 

Many similar instances might be men- 
tioned. The commissioner, according to The 
Herald, has issued two or three thousand 
fraudulent pensions within the past year, 
while the secretary of the interior has 
granted more than 200 claims that were re- 
jected by the commissioner as fraudulent 
and undeserving. 

For general rascality and corruption this 
pension business stands unrivaled. If there 
wasanything left in the treasury trouble 
might be saved by authorizing every able- 
bodied man who is willing to perjure him- 
self to file his affidavit and draw a certain 
sum. In the case of cripples even the affidavits 
might be dispensed with. 

Perhaps it is too much to ask fora reform, 
but cau we not have less robbery?

A Good Time Coming. 

Mr. Bookwalter, who was at one time a 
sort of political factor in Ohio, occasionally 
bobs up in the newspapers. He is always 
ready and anxious to talk, and when he falls 
into experienced hands he puts forth some 
very interesting gabble. Mr. Bookwalter ap- 
pears to be a very practical person, and that is 
probably the reason that he is no longer an 
active politician. He is engaged in feather- 
ing his nest in a more legitimate way. 

He dropped recently into the outstretched 
arms of George Alfred Townsend, and en- 
abled that lively correspondent to turn aside 
fora few moments from the pre-Adamite 
rubbish which he is investigating, to matters 
that are interesting and pertinent. Mr. 
Bookwalter may be described as “an 
esteemed contemporary,’’ and the descrip- 
tion fits him much more accurately than it 
does a great many people who imagine they 
are living in this era. He keeps his eyes 
open and is able to tell all about what he 


* €es. 


Mr. Bookwalter told Gath some very inter- 
esting facts, and what he didn’t know a 
friend with him did. The first information 
he gave out was about the tariff. Two or 
three years ago all the farmers in Minnesota 
were protectionists, whereas they are now 
almost unanimously against the tariff. The 
cause that brought this change about was 
not dwelt on, but it may be ascribed to the 
missionary work of the alliance, which, 
working on democratic lines, has taken hold 
of the farmers of the west and northwest, 
and revolutionized their opinions on the 
most important questions of the day. 

Mr. Bookwalter is an optimist in regard 
to the business and agricultural future of 
this country—a fact that proves him to be a 
a healthy-minded man as well as a _philoso- 
pher. He declared to the correspondent his 
belief that the next boom in the United 
States would bein farm lands. This belief 
is net anew thing with Mr. Bookwalter. 
Several years ago, he invested heavily in 
lands in Nebraska and Kansas—the states 
where the McKinley bill was repudiated by 
the farmers—and he has been contentedly 
holding on to them. . 

His arguments are very simple. Nearly 
all the good land in the country has been 
taken up. We now export a surplusage of 
breadstuffs and other food sufficient to 
supply only about five million people. All 
the rest of our immense food crops are taken 
up by our own people. Mr. Bookwalter 
calculates that in six years, the good farm 
lands being already taken up, our food supply 
will be all consumed in this country. The 
foreign demand for it still existing, the price 
of wheat and corn will go up, causing an in- 
crease in the farming population. This will 
create a Gemand for farms, and the price of 
land will go up. 

There seems tobe nothing the matter 
with Mr. Bookwalter’s logic. There are 
certainly better times ahead for farmers, 
and itis inevitable that the demand for 
farms will increase the price of farming 
lands. With genuine tariff reform in opera- 
tion and better prices for his produce, the 
average farmer will be enabled to prosper as 
he ,has never prospered before. .In our 
opinion, the south will be the first to feel 
the benefits of increased prices. In addition 


southern lands will be sought by the farmers 
of the north and west, who are gradually 
discovering that the climate and soil here 
are ideally perfect for farming purposes. 
For this reason we would advise our people 
not to bein a hurry to sell large bodies of 
their farming lands to speculators. There’s 
a good time coming. 


An Honest Opinion. 


In an editoral on southern political affairs 
Harper's Weekly makes some sensible sug- 
gestions, and takes a non-partisan view of 
the situation. Discussing the state election 
in South Carolina and the work of the 
Mississippi constitutional convention, the 
editor says: 

Congress has the constitutional right, we be- 
lieve, to pass a national election bill, as it has the 
right to declare war with England. But the exis- 
tence of sucharight is not an argument for its 
exercise. 

In Mississippi the new constitution, which 
went into effect on the ist of November, requires 
as a qualification for voting that the voter must 
pay all taxes which bave been legally demanded 
of him for the two preceding years, and a poll tax 
of $2for the support of sehools, and that he 
must “be able to read any section in the constitu- 
tion of this state, orhe shall be able to under- 
stand the same when read to him, or givea rea- 
sonable interpretation thereof.” These are not un- 
reasonable requirements. 

It will be remembered that in recent elec- 
tions in the south, where the full strength 
of the negro vote was not brought out, as 
was the case in South Carolina, republican 
partisans havé rafsed the cry of intimida- 
tion, and have renewed their demands for 
the force billas a remedy. This cry -was 
raised in some sections after tht result of 
the election im South Carolina was declared, 
although there was no intimidation; the 
negroes not taking any interest in the elec- 
tion and refusing to vote. 4 

There was also a howl inthe republican 
ranks when the action of the Mississippi 
constitutional convention was declared, and 
it was made the text of another sermon in 
defense of the force bill, notwithstanding 
the fact that the representative colored men 
of the state gave the work of the conven- 
tion their hearty endorsement, and expressed 
entire satisfaction with it.

BISHOP BECKWITH. 


MEMORIAL SERVICES THROUGHOU? 
THE STATE. 
Dean Barrett at St. Luke’s, and Rev. Mr. 
Funsten at St. Philip’s, Have Large 
Congregations. 


Yesterday was Advent Sunday, and the 
standing committee of the diocese of Geor- 
gia appointed it as the day on which ser- 
vices in memory of the late Bishop Beck- 
with should be held in all churches in the 
state. 

It was a tribute to a great man, and it 
was a great tribute, one that is paid to 
few. In every Episcopal church, in nearly 
every town in the state, godly men were, 
at the same time, holding up before their 
congregations the character of this great 
leader in the good work, and thousands of 
hearts were swelling with love for him and 


his work. 
At St. Luke’s Cathedral. 

The memorial church services in Atlanta 
yesterday in honor to the memory of Bishop 
Beckwith were largely attended and were in- 
teresting and impressive throughout. 

At St. Luke’s cathedral Dr. Barrett was 
heard by the largest congregation, perhaps, 
that has ever filled that church. 

There was not an vacant seat in a single 
pew and much of the time there were many 
people standing in aisles in the rear to witness 
the service. 

The church was decorated in melancholy 
colors. 

With ample folds of crepe unfurled around 
the walls, onjthejdoors and about the pulpit,jto 
typify the grief and mourning of every mein- 
ber, and with beautiful bows of purple 
ribbon—purple being the church’s color— 
tied in graceful profusion here and there 
throughout the cathedral, the scene was, in- 
deed, one of sadness most appropriate. 

The service began at 11 o’clock. 

SWEET HYMNS IN CHORUS. 

There was that sweetness about the 
singing of the large choir yesterday at St. 
Luke’s, as opened the service in’ memory of 
the distinguished dead most impressively. 

The chorus consisted of forty voices, thirty 
boys and ten.men. | 

Toned withthe spirit of the oceasion, the 
music was exceptionally beautiful, and was 
most enjoyable to all who heard it, 

During the service the choir sang ‘De 
Profundis,’”’ and the hymns ‘‘Paradise’’ and 
‘Jerusalem the Golden,”’ all of which were 
rendered in the most beautiful and appropriate 
manner possible. 

“JESUS WEPT.” 

Dr. Barrett’s sermon was, as everybody 
knew it would be, a most brilliant and powerful 
one from beginning to end. 

His text, appropriately enough, was St. 
John, x1, 35, and were these simple but ex- 
pressive words: 

““Jesus.wept.” . 

In the beginning Dr. Barrett mentioned 
that the most vivid pictures of Bethany he had 
ever enjoyéd he had gotten from Bishop Beck- 
with in his descriptions of the Holy Land, 
painted in living colors by the touch of his 
magic eloquence. 

Approaching the force of his text, he 
showed in language most beautifully put that 
our Lord was full of sympathy, and that, 
though he fought like a hero, he always wept 
with his frends. 

/ HOW IDLE ts PRAISE! 

Dr. Barrett attempted no eulogy upon the 
life of Bishop Beckwith which has lately 
ended in such splendor and renown. 

*‘How idle is praise!” said he, ‘at a time 
like this, when bitter tears, more eloquent 
than words, flow freely from the grieving 
hearts of every one that loved him so.’’ 

The relations between Dr. Barrett and 
Bishop Beckwith were soclose that it was 
hardly a time for eulogizing the dead. 

‘‘A short while ago,’”’ said Dr. Barrett, ‘‘and 
I might have praised him with all the ex- 
pression that my fond love and admiration for 
the man might have brought to command, 
but can a man stand over the grave of 
a brother and make public his admiration of 
the dead! So, in this Instance our grief is too 
sacred to express. Let it be told in tears!” 

BEAUTIFUL FIGURES. 

Dr. Barrett decked his sermon with many 
beautiful figures. 

He drew a beautiful picturein the course of 
his sermon when he spoke of the scenes 
in heaven, when the. spirit of the 
the distinguished dead had fallen 
int line with Ahe myriads of angels, the greet- 
ings of those who had gone before and their 
happy retrospection of life upon this earth. 

Through the whole service at St. Luke’s 
there Was an air more of hopefulness infused 
rather than of despairing grief. 

At St. Phillip’s. 

The memorial services at St. Philip’s yester- 
day, in memory of the late Bishop Beckwith, 
were largely attended, and the congregation 
listened with the most marked attention to 
the eloquent and beautifal tribute paid ‘his 
memory by the Rev. Dr. Funsten. 

Dr. Funsten took for his text the 
folowing words from 2 Timothy rv,7-8: 

“*T have fought the good fight, I have’ fin- 
ished the course, I have kept the faith ; hence- 
forth thereis laid up for me the crown of 
righteousness.’’—2 Timothy 4:7-8. 

The announcement that “the head and 
leader of the Episcopal church in the diocese 
of Georgia is dead,’’ has brought grief and sad- 
ness into many homes and sent a thrill through 
many hearts in this city and throughout the 
state. 

In the early light of last Sabbath morning, 
Bishop Beckwith, having finished his earthly 
course, passed away as calmly and as peace- 
fully as an infant falls to sleep. 
Funeral pageants are too common in eities

On Wednes- 
day last—a mild and serene morning 
it was—a procession passed along our streets to 
the cemetery, which excited a feeling of pro- 
foandest interest and brought men and women, 
old and young, to a pause.

P. W. O. Koetner, of Ellaville, Fla., Registers 
at the Kimball and Dies of Heart 
Disease—An Inquest. 


A man lying dead on the floor of his room, 

Suoh was the sight that, early Sunday morn- 
ing. caused a porter of the Kimball] house to 
flydown the stairs as though he possessed 
wings. ; 

On November 28th a well-dressed stpanger, 
apparently about forty-five years old, entered 
the office of the Kimball, walked to the coun- 
ter and registered from Ellaville, Fla., as 
P. W. O. Koetner, or Koerne-—the name is 30 
written that it is impossible to tell which. 

He was assigned a room and yesterday 
morning was found lying dead on the floor. 

Koetner had requested that each morning 4 
man be sent to his room to make a fire,as he suf- 
fered from heart disease and had to 
sleep sitting up, which made him very cold in 
the early morning. Itis supposed that heart 
disease was the cause of his death. 

Since his arrival Koetner has been seen but 
seldom, he rarely leaving his room, and then 
only for a short time, Saturday night he had 
a fire made, and complained to the porter that 
his heart was troubling him more than ever, 
and that he was afraid he might die at any 
moment. 

Below the next morning his fears were real- 
ized. 

Immediately after the discovery the body 
was sent to Swift’s undertaking establishment, 
and telegrams sent to Ellaville, to which no 
answer had been received at a late hour. 

From letters found on his person it appears 
that he was a civil enginher as one, addressed 
to him at Hattieburg, Misa., from L. Buck & 
Son, of Ellaville, had the letters C. E., on the 
envelope. 

This is all that can be told of him, as he 
never mentioned his business or referred to his 
affairs to anyone.

From Mrs. King’s Book on India, 

My husband has’ broached a_ theory that I 
cannot remember tw have met with 
before—namely, that creeping plants can 
see, or at any rate, have some faculty 
equaling sight. He was sitting in the veranda 
with one foot up againsta large pillar, near to 
which grows a kind of convolvulus, Its tendrils 
were leaning over into the veranda, and to Rob- 
ert’s surprise he presently noticed tha®@ they were 
visibly turning toward nis leg.

tendrils had laid themselves over his leg. 

This wasinthe early morning. and when at 
breakfast he told me ot his discovery, we deter- 
wined to make further experiments. When we 
went out into the veranda the tendrils had turned 
their heads back tothe railingin disgust. We 
gotapole and leaped it up against the pillar, 
quite twelve inches fromthe nearest sprays of 
convolvulus. 

In ten minutes they had begun tocurve them- 
selves in that direction, and acted exactly as you 
might fancy a very slowsnake would do if he 
wished to reach anything. The upper tendrils 
bent downand the side ones curved themselves 
until they touched the pole, andin a few hours 
were twisted quite round it. 

It was on the side away from the light, and ex- 
cepting the faculty of sight we can think of no 
other means by which the tendrils conld be 
aware that the pole had been placed there. They 
bad to turn away from the light to reach it, and 
they set themselves in motion visibly within 
a few minutes of the poles’s being there
